Hi Dan, 


There is a lot of misunderstanding about vertical radials. First, 
counterpoise is a misnomer. A counterpoise is a dead weight used to 
counterbalance a mechanical load on a fulcrum and there is no part of an 
antenna that fits that description. Radials under a vertical are an 
active part of the antenna whether they are at ground level or raised 
above the ground and are called radials in both cases because of the way 
that they extend from the feedpoint like spokes in a wheel. When they 
are installed at ground level they are not cut to resonant lengths 
because the capacitive coupling to the earth detunes them in the same 
manner that your yagi would be detuned if it were laying on the ground. 
However when you raise them above the ground from about 10 feet on up, 


the capacitive coupling starts to lose its effect and they start to 
become a tunable part of the antenna. After you reach the 15 foot height 
formulas for 1/4 wavelength become fairly accurate and tuning your 
radials improves the performance of the antenna. At ground level they 
act like a reflector such as a body of water under the vertical would. 
Hence the reason you hear the more radials the better because the pattern 
gets more solid. As you raise them and tune them you don't need a solid 
pattern and 4 tuned radials has proven to be optimum. 

There are whole books on vertical antennas that deal with this question 
and L.B. Cebik has written volumes about this, but I hope this answers 
some of your question.

I enjoyed reading your comments about the Holiday Milliwatt Contest. 

You asked what power levels the various club stations will be running. 
The W4LOW Gang will be running around 50 mW, or as low as we can go to 
sustain contacts. For those stations that present a booming path, we'll 
turn the wick down lower. Past experience has shown that given our 
location and antenna farm (all wires--no towers or aluminum) W4LOW 
should be able to work most stations with 100 mW or less on 40, 20, 15, 
and 10M--that is, if conditions are at least average.

Gang, 

Well, I looked up the website (fairly nice stuff, but a shorter URL 
would have been nice -hi). Some nice circuits there, and of course the 
variable crystal IF filter. 


This is the common scheme for building a variable IF crystal filter. 
On a standard crystal ladder filter, you have several crystals in series, 


usually 3-4 in most QRP rigs, with a capacitor to ground after each 
crystal. These serve to "tune" the actual resonant frequency of the 
crystal and provide the loading to achieve the desired bandwidth. The 
more loading (the larger the capacitance), the wider the bandpass. The 
bandwidth of the filter is determined by the loading on EACH crystal; 

the number of crystals has little to do with the actual resulting 
bandwidth ... but the more crystals you have, the STEEPER the roll off 
is. There are various articles, programs and equations for determining 
what the values of these "shunt capacitors" after each crystal should be. 


However, another approach is to replace these shunt capacitors with 
varicaps, usually the hyper-abrupt kind, that is, the varicaps with fairly 
high capacitance, say 200-300pF maximum, which occurs with OVDC applied 
to them. This of course will yield a very wide bandwidth. As you 
increase the DC voltage to the varicaps (usually from a front panel 
pot), the capacitance goes down, and the bandwidth gets smaller. Thus, 
by varying the DC voltage to the varicaps, you can get a wide range of 
bandwidth control from the IF crystal filters. Looking at my notes when 
I tested the variable IF filter in the EmTech NW-40 for Roy a few years 
back, the bandwidth varied from about 3KHz down to about 200Hz. It's a 
nice, easy way to make a variable bandwidth IF filter, and really comes 
in handy during QRM and those contests! 


The largest problem with this approach is it depends on very closely 
matched crystals. If the crystals are not closely matched, then as you 
get into the narrow bandwidth region, the difference between the center 
frequency of each crystal may be farther apart than the bandwidth you 

are getting. In such cases, your bandwidth goes to zero, only because 
your 3 or 4 crystals are on slightly different frequencies, say 200-300Hz 
apart. One way around this is to put a trim pot as the current limiting 
resistor to each varicap. With the front panel control set for a fairly 
small bandwidth, adjust each trim pot (which will skew the respective 
capacitor and crystal before it) until all crystals are aligned to the 
same frequency. This can often be done by monitoring a weak signal 

"on the air" and adjusting each pot for peak audio volume at the side 
tone you prefer. The optional narrow crystal IF filters available for 
the Ten Tec Argo and Scout use this scheme (of course the pots are aligned 
at the factory). 


But even without the exotic approach, the simple variable bandwidth IF 
crystal filter, such as on the cited website, can make a fairly good 
variable filter, even without closely matching the crystals. You will 
just reach a point where the filter "craps out" when the bandwidth 
becomes narrower than the spread in the crystal frequencies. 


It's a project I highly recommend for those wishing to do a little home 
brew modifications to one of your QRP rigs, and having the ability to 


adjust the exact bandwidth to suit your taste is a real plus. 


Hmmm ... Sure seems these FILTER discussions lately are getting long 
winded :-) Active filters vs. SCAF's vs. DSP's, etc. If you are 
interested in filtering, I suggest you read the posts from Jim Duffey 
KK6MC and the others ... they contain some really good information.

log completed Q's and let the rest go. Alternatives, of course are to log 
all transmissions or to log nothing at all. Is there something you thing 
is "common practice" nowadays or does everone do as he sees fit?<< 


There are a couple thousand QRPers on QRP-L and that's about how many answers 
you are likely to get. I can only tell you what I do [g]. 


I don't log all emissions (don't think anybody does these days). I don't log 
"routine contacts" like 2M FM, or with guys I talk to all the time. Other than 
that I generally log all HF QSO's, and all oddball stuff like 6M and 2M cw and 
Sideband. Apart from HF, I usually make a judgement call based on whether I am 
likely to decide I need a QSL card for the contact, or the other guy might. 


I guess it's fair to say that apart from refreshing my memory (don't you hate 
it when somebody knows your name but you can't remember his?), the possibility 
of having to fill out a QSL card later is the main reason for keeping a log. 

At some point somebody will be desparate for your card to complete WAS or DXCC 
or something, and I wouldn't be too happy about either sending back his card or 
just assuming he has the details right and sending him my card without 
reference to the log. 


>>ps - I've had 6 q's so far. 5 qro, 1 qrp<< 
Welcome back to the hobby-- and don't be surprised if your log tells you a year 


from now you have thousands of QRP QSOs and still those 5 QRO! 
It's addictive.

I often chat with the same group of hams on usual Freq/Times. I didn't 
use to log it. Until I got a SWL asking for a QSL for one of the QSOs. 
Now I log the time I begin the activity and a list of the stations heard 
on frequency, then the time I sign off. That way if an SWL asks for a QSL 
I can see if I was active at that time and the station he heard me work 
was also there. If that checks out, he gets a card. 


Also, I usually respond direct with a SWL confirmation - postcard style. 
I understand that many foreign ops must log a certain number of SWLs 
before they can apply for their Ham license and the Burro can be a very 
slooooow moving animal. Confirming direct saves time and and may allow 
them to join the ranks more quickly.

Well, of COURSE, Mike! Haven't you been following the "adventures" of the 
"MaxComm" antenna? This was a company who advertised a wide-band, "do-all" 
dipole antenna that would cover 1.8 - 30.0 MHz with a VSWR of less than 2:1. 


Their "secret" was in a diecast aluminum box at the feed point with 
(mysterious) matching components that made the antenna work. The "box", 
however, was potted in black epoxy resin so no one could disassemble it and 
learn the "secret". Some ham(s) tried slicing and dicing it and even had it 
X-rayed to try to learn the exact composition of the "magic" components. 


As I recall, the X-rays showed a jumble of "electronic components", but the 
most startling of all was a large resistor across the feedpoint (of the 
dipole). 


My assessment is that this "magic box" was not much more than a "leaky dummy 
load", since it had dipole elements attached on either site. 


I don't know if the MaxComm is still advertised in ham journals or not.... 

I HOPE not, since most of the ham community eventually saw through the scam. 
You may find it still advertised in the SWL journals, however, since a lot 
of SWL'ers are always searching for minimist antennas with maximist 
performance, regardless of price!

Although conditions between my station and that of Ed, WE6W, had degraded 
from 589 at the time of the NorCal QRP Net to 339 one hour later, there were 
enough stations checked in on Ed's QRQ net that info on turn taking could be 
passed by others who had better copy.

high capacitance, say 200-300pF maximum, which occurs with OVDC applied 
to them. This of course will yield a very wide bandwidth. As you 
increase the DC voltage to the varicaps (usually from a front panel 
pot), the capacitance goes down, and the bandwidth gets smaller. Thus, 
by varying the DC voltage to the varicaps, you can get a wide range of 
bandwidth control from the IF crystal filters. Looking at my notes when 
I tested the variable IF filter in the EmTech NW-40 for Roy a few years 
back, the bandwidth varied from about 3KHz down to about 200Hz. It's a 
nice, easy way to make a variable bandwidth IF filter, and really comes 
in handy during QRM and those contests! 


The largest problem with this approach is it depends on very closely 
matched crystals.

If the crystals are not closely matched, then as you 

get into the narrow bandwidth region, the difference between the center 
frequency of each crystal may be farther apart than the bandwidth you 

In such cases, your bandwidth goes to zero, only because 
your 3 or 4 crystals are on slightly different frequencies, say 200-300Hz 
apart. One way around this is to put a trim pot as the current limiting 
resistor to each varicap.
